WILMINGTON - The skies of 
Wilmington were filled -with bright 
blasts and crackling booms during 
the "Fun on the Fourth" festivities 
on the Town Common on Saturday, 
June 30 and Sunday, July 1, but 
such sound-and-light shows had 
nothing to do with fireworks and 
everything to do with two severe 
thunderstorms that rolled into 
town. 


In fact, in Wilmington the festivi- 
ties surrounding the "Fun on the 
Fourth" on the Town Common were 
cut short by two days. Events on 
Saturday ended earlier than 
planned, and they were altogether 
cancelled on Sunday. 

According to Wilmington 
Superintendent of Public Works 
Donald Onusseit, the storms 
reached the Wilmington area 
around 5 p.m. on both Saturday and 


Board of Assessors 


Town may appeal 
Textron tax ruling 


WILMINGTON - The Wilmington 
Board of Assessors is deciding 
whether or not to appeal a ruling 
that was recently made by the 
Massachusetts Appellate Tax 
Board, in which the tax board sided 
with Textron, a local company, in a 
property value dispute. 

The tax board decision, made in 
mid-June, was the culmination of a 
14-day hearing that was held in late 
February, early March. During 
those proceedings, the Town of 
Wilmington asserted that the value 
of the property at the Lowell Street 
company was $20 million, while 


Textron representatives argued 
that the assessment should have 
been between $7 and $8 million. 
The hearing had been prompted by 
two years of failed negotiations 
between the town and the defense 
manufacturing plant. 

When the tax board delivered its 
decision a couple of weeks ago, it 
ruled that the 750,000 square-foot 
property at Textron was valued at 
$12 million. As a result of such a 
ruling, the town owed Textron a 
refund on its, taxes in the approxi- 
mate amount of $480,000. If the tax 
board had completely agreed with 
the company's own assessment

Wilmington Water Commissioners issue 


Mandatory watering ban

WILMINGTON - Effective imme- 
diately the Wilmington Water and 
Sewer Department has implement- 
ed an odd/even water restriction. 
Residents are being told to water 
their lawns and gardens only on 
the even or odd calendar days 
depending on the side of the street 
they live on. 

Wilmington Water Superintendent 
Mike Woods said his department 
could not keep up with the demand 
for any sustained period, therefore 
the commissioners imposed the 
restriction. 


Water flow in the Ipswich River 
has been reduced as a result of 
drawing too much water from the 
ground wells nearby. DEP and 
EPA restrictions are limiting the 
pumping ability of the Wilmington 
Water Dept. thus putting the water 
usage over the safe capacity of two 
weeks. 

The town of Wilmington draws 3 
million gallons of water a day most 
of the year. During the last two 
weeks usage has jumped to nearly 
6 million gallons. While industry 
does, on a normal day, use nearly 
40 percent of the water, watering of 


lawns has swelled those numbers to 
a staggering 4,500,000 gallons for 
residential use. 

Residents violating the restric- 
tions will be fined.$50 for every day 
they water off the set schedule. 
The restriction goes for gardens, 
too. Sprinkler systems should be 
set to water between the hours of 7 
p.m. and 6 a.m. 

Residents who have their own 
wells can not be told to restrict 
their use, however they are asked to 
comply also to post a sign in 
their wi or on the lawn stating 
that they are using well water.

Evidently, Mother Nature does not like to be upstaged. 

Here it is, the week of the Fourth of July, and Wilmington and 
Tewksbury and other communities throughout the country are 
positioning their arsenal of fireworks and aiming them at the moon. 
On the ground, the colors of red, white and blue will be everywhere. 
In the night sky, such hues will be joined by other ones: green, 
purple, orange and others, all of them bursting forth from rockets 

programmed to explode. 

‘The funny thing is, this time around the local fireworks are in the 
same position as the poor sap who had to follow the appearance of 
the Beatles on the Ed Sullivan Show in the 1960s.

“Another great place to visit, 
located directly behind town hall, 
is the water front area that is a 
popular place for people to meet 
ahd have lunch. The water front 
offers a cool spot on a sunny day 
or. even just a place to sit and 
rflax and enjoy the scenery. 

“Located close by this peaceful 
area is the Winchester Public 
Library. The land the library sits 
on today was purchased by the 
town from the Joy family and the 
Christian Seience Church. The 
original library was built in the 
early 1930's but in 1995 the town, 
along with the state, and the 
‘Build for the Future” campaign 
allocated more than 4.7 million 
dollars toward the complete 
restoration of the library. : 

In November of 1996 the new 
library opened its doors for 
Winchester residents and today is 
part of the Minuteman Library 
Network. The library now offers 
children's programs including 
reading times, Special programs, 
and The Summer Reading 

Program. 

“One can not write of 
Winchester without mentioning 
it’s exemplary health care facili- 
ty, Winchester Hospital. The orig- 
inal Winchester Hgspital opened 
in the former Todd House on the 


corner of Washington and Lincoln 
Streets, March 11, 1912. 
Later the same group that 


started the hospital, the Visiting 
Nurses Association, would pur- 
chase more’ that five acres of 
land up off of Highland Avenue 
where it still sits today. 

Today the hospital serves the 
health care needs of Winchester, 
Woburn, Reading, Wilmington 
and 15 other surrounding commu- 
nities. 

In May of 1840 the First 
Congregational Church opened 
its doors and now more than 161 
years later the building still sits 
there as an architectural icon in 
the down town area.

The picturesque town of 
Winchester certainly has its 
share of history and beauty. 
Today the downtown offers many 
small shops, numerous places to 
get a bite to eat, the Arthur 
Griffin Center for Photographic 
Art, and a wonderful downtown 
area just to walk through on a 
nice day.

Capital gains tax 
is-evaluated 


Starting this year, some 
investors stand to gain from new 
tax breaks when they sell 

iy ities, 

The 1997 Taxpayer Relief Act 
lowered capital gains tax rates 
this year to 8 percent for taxpay- 
ers in the lowest tax bracket, 
and 18 percent for those in high- 
er tax brackets. But the tax 
break applies only to assets held 
for at least five years, and it 
takes effect at different times 
for investors in different tax 
brackets. 

The New Rates 

Investors in the 15 percent 
tax bracket will benefit immedi- 
ately from the new capital gains 
tax rates. Until now, investors in 
this bracket paid 10 percent on 
assets held more than one year. 

Beginning this year, the rate 
for investors in the 15 percent 
bracket has been lowered to 8 
percent, but only for assets held 
for five years or more. So 
investors who qualify can sell 

any assets they’ve already held 
for at least five years and pay 
the new lower rate. 

Investors in the 28 percent 
bracket and higher will also 
benefit from a new rate for 
assets held longer than five 
years. Until now, these taxpay: 
ers have been assessed a 20 per- 
cent capital gains tax rate. That 
rate is now lowered to 18 percent 
for assets held at least five 
years. : 
However, for investors in 
these higher tax brackets, the 
new rate applies only to invest 
ments that are made 
this year, So, an asset bought 
this year would have to be held 
until at least 2006 before qualify: 
ing for the 18 percent rate. 

Investors in the 28 percent 
bracket and higher do have an 
opportunity to qualify for the 19 
percent rate on assets pur- 
chased . The new reg- 
ulations allow an investor to 
make what the IRS terms a, 
“deemed sale” at the value of 
the asset as of January 2, 2001 
ie date the five-year period 
took effect), and buy it back at, 
the same price. 

Although it is not an actual 
transaction, the deemed sale 
would allow the investors to take, 
the profit on the asset and pay: 
taxes on it now. However, later,
